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PREFACE. 


It is unfortunate that the registers of the medieval 
bishops of Durham, compared with such consecutive series 
as exist at York, Lincoln, Winchester, and a few other 
places, should be comparatively few and scanty. The 
earliest and best of the series, the Registrum Palatinum 
Dunelmense, passed long ago from Durham to the national 
archives, and was edited in four bulky volumes for the 
Rolls Series by Sir Thomas Duffus Hardy. To these, which 
include material for the episcopate of Richard of Bury 
(1333-1345) as well as for that of Richard Kellaw (1311- 
1316), the late Dr Kitchin added a supplement in his 
Richard Aungerville of Bury, a conflation of surviving frag¬ 
ments of Bury’s register with other documents, which was 
published by this Society in 1910. Of the four pre-Eliza¬ 
bethan registers which remain at Durham, those of Thomas 
Hatfield (1345-1381), Thomas Langley (1406-1437), and 
Cuthbert Tunstall (1530-1559) have not been edited for 
publication, although there exist MS. summaries, taken 
largely from the marginal descriptions of entries, of the 
first two, and a fuller summary of the last. Some work, 
however, has been done towards an edition of Hatfield’s 
register, which, together with Langley’s, has long been on 
the list of the projected publications of the Society. 

In the summer of 1929 the Council was fortunate enough 
to find that Miss Marjorie P. Howden, Lecturer in History in 
b 
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the University of Liverpool, who for some years had studied 
the diocesan work of Richard Fox from the original sources 
in the registers of his various sees, was prepared to under¬ 
take an edition of his Durham register. The Society is 
thus able to publish a complete volume of this series for 
the first time in its existence of little less than a century, 
and its thanks are due to the skill and patience with which 
Miss Howden has performed a task which, as every editor 
of an episcopal register knows, requires not only a com¬ 
petent knowledge of Latin and palaeography, but some 
critical ability in unravelling the intricacy of diplomatic 
formulae and producing a correct text. 

Like all episcopal registers of the period to which it 
belongs, Fox’s register consists for the most part of entries 
copied in detail from documents which are almost invariably 
founded upon common forms that, much to the advantage 
of lawyers and scribes, had, in course of time, developed 
from comparative brevity into long-winded and often 
tedious prolixity. For purposes of publication to suit the 
exacting demands of modem scholarship, the risk of sum¬ 
marising or partially translating entries, which no two 
people will attack in exactly the same way, and the result 
of which must therefore to some extent be coloured by 
individual temperament, is considerable. The alternative 
method of referring all entries of a similar type— e.g., ad¬ 
missions to benefices by institution or collation—to one or 
more formulae constructed from the text and supplemented 
by records of variations in footnotes, presents more difficulty 
than at first sight may appear, owing to the frequency of 
such variations and the appearance of clauses or phrases in 
one document that are omitted, whether by accident or 
design, from another. The fact is that registrars, thoroughly 
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familiar with common forms, used them with elastic ver¬ 
satility, confining themselves to no cast-iron model, but 
enlarging and contracting their terms to suit each occasion; 
and, just as two Gothic churches of the same period, 
modelled upon the same principles, may resemble one 
another in most respects, yet will have differences which 
give individuality to each, so two kindred documents, 
whose general likeness is obvious, will exhibit to the care¬ 
ful observer discrepancies in detail whose significance may 
be overlooked if they are treated summarily. With these 
points in view, and after some practical trial of other 
systems, it has been thought best to present an extended 
text of the register in full. 

Although the register is adequately bound in boards, it 
has suffered much decay and mutilation in the past, and the 
habit of mending the paper on which it is written by firmly 
pasting slips of almost opaque paper over the text has 
successfully obscured long passages, especially on the 
concluding leaves. What could be done with these has 
been done, but the text of large portions of these leaves, 
which are othenvise imperfect, is beyond recovery.

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INTRODUCTION. 


THE EPISCOPATE OF RICHARD FOX. 

Richard Fox (1448-1528) held in succession the sees of 
Exeter, Bath and Wells, Durham and Winchester. He is 
remembered chiefly, not as a bishop of the Church, but as 
the servant and friend of Henry VII and the veteran states¬ 
man of Henry VIII’s reign; and in the college of his own 
foundation. Corpus Christi, Oxford, he is commemorated as 
the friend of scholars and patron of renaissance learning. 
Great builder and organiser as he was, his college is not the 
only tangible work of his activity left in England, and it is 
noteworthy that the buildings most closely associated with 
Fox still serve their ancient purposes. His device of the 
pelican vulning herself, with the motto Est Deo Gracia, is 
to be found on the buttery hatch of the great kitchen 
of Durham castle—a work of which, with the exten¬ 
sion of the great hall, Fox Was immensely proud, 
for he “ was not only a grave counsellor for war or peace, 
but also a good surveyor of works, and a good master of 
ceremonies,” 1 and the castle hall was the scene of some 
memorable state banquets. In Winchester cathedral the 
pelican is to be found at the foot of the crucifix in the great 
screen and in his own chantry chapel, which is still in use, 
and it also adorns the staircase of the beautiful hospital 
of St. Cross, where Fox spent his last years. 

Fox has won his fame as a diplomat and as one of the 
last great episcopal statesmen of the medieval tradition. 
Yet his career as bishop is indeed worthy of study, not 
merely because of his personal eminence, but because the 
mass of evidence available helps to elucidate one of the 
most difficult problems in ecclesiastical history—the condi¬ 
tion of the English Church in the half century prior to the

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Reformation parliament of Henry VIII. The history of 
these years has yet to be written which completely satisfies 
modem standards of historical evidence. Nowhere is it 
more desirable to escape from the contemporary chronicle 
or letter (coloured inevitably by the personal opinions and 
partialities of the writer) to the record or document drawn 
up in the ordinary routine of business; but the official 
records of the Church for this period have not been fully 
explored. The formal correspondence with Rome, the 
records of Convocation and the episcopal registers coupled 
with reports of Visitations and records of courts are the 
three main classes of such documents. Of these it may be 
said that the Calendar of Papal Letters at present has 
reached the year 1464 1 ; the Convocation records in Wilkins’ 
Concilia are moderately satisfactory; the episcopal regis¬ 
ters, though numerous, are for the most part unpublished, 
and these bulky manuscript volumes remain usually in the 
custody of the diocesan registrars. The evidence of these 
registers is of prime importance in any consideration of the 
church on the eve of the Reformation, and certain definite 
problems, such as the extent of heresy and the connection, 
if any, between Lollardy and the Reformation, can be 
solved only from this particular source. 

Of the registers extant, those of Richard Fox form a 
particularly interesting and valuable sequence. Fox was 
successively bishop of Exeter (1487-1492), Bath and Wells 
(1492-1494), Durham (1494-1501), and Winchester (1501- 
1528); all his registers are extant, though only that for 
Bath and Wells has been published. 2 Because of his pro¬ 
minent position in the service of Henry VII and Henry VIII 
there is a wealth of contemporary material to supplement 
and assist the study of the registers, but he is not too great 
a man to be deemed typical of his time. Richard Fox, in 
his personal character and in his multifarious activities, 
reflected much that was best in his age, while he in no way 
transcended it. He was a faithful and most efficient 
servant of the Tudor dynasty, but not a statesman of genius; 
in constant attendance upon Henry VII, “ It was but as

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the instrument is much with the workman.” 1 Though the 
founder of Corpus Christi College and a patron of renaissance 
scholars, including Erasmus (whose version of the New 
Testament was worth more to him than ten commentaries), 2 
he himself was not one of the great scholars of the English 
revival of learning. He was pious and sincere, but in his 
conception of his spiritual office he accepted the conven¬ 
tions of his time so long as he remained in the royal service. 

As bishop of Exeter and as bishop of Bath and Wells, 
Fox was non-resident. By his own confession he never 
personally visited even his cathedral churches there. 3 
These two registers, therefore, give valuable evidence of 
the condition of the diocese of a non-resident statesman- 
bishop at the close of the fifteenth century. At Durham, 
Fox, as temporal head of the County Palatine, was burdened 
with the responsibility of the defence of the North against 
the Scots and the raiders of the Border, and was well 
placed for the conduct of delicate and difficult diplomatic 
relations with Scotland, a task allotted chiefly to him. The 
Durham register cannot be cited as evidence for the English 
Church in general, but it reflects the peculiar problems of 
the palatinate and the methods of its ruler. Most important 
of the four registers is the five-volume register of Win¬ 
chester. Here Fox spent the last twenty-seven years of 
his life and, following his withdrawal from Henry VIII’s 
court, he became an ardent reformer, urging upon Wolsey 
the necessity for such a far-reaching scheme of church 
reform as only the all-powerful cardinal could organise, 4 and 
meanwhile bending all his own energies to the work of 
reform within the bounds of his great diocese. Fox died 
before the summoning of the Reformation parliament. 
In his eightieth year he was drawn from his seclusion at 
Winchester to give his testimony to the marriages of Arthur 
and Henry to Katharine of Aragon. 5 But he did not live 
to realise the momentous ecclesiastical issues bound up 
with the king’s matrimonial cause. All the evidence drawn 
from this register and from the visitation records associated

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with it is therefore a record of reform work, organised and 
guided by one who had no knowledge of the impending 
crisis in the history of the Church. This fact enhances its 
value and significance. 

Little is known of Richard Fox before the accession to 
the English throne of his master, Henry Tudor, and the 
history of the first thirty-seven years of his life can be 
recorded in a brief paragraph. He was bom at Pullocks 
Manor in Ropsley, Lincolnshire, of a family above the 
yeoman class. According to the Greenway manuscript 1 he 
was educated in grammar-learning at Boston, and in 
academical learning at Magdalen College, Oxford, and Pem¬ 
broke Hall, Cambridge, and then went to Paris to study 
canon law. He was certainly a clerk of sufficient importance 
to be nominated to the important vicarage of Stepney in 
January, 1485, but this nomination was contested by 
Richard III in a letter to Thomas Bourchier, archbishop of 
Canterbury, because this Richard Fox was then with the 
King’s great rebel, Henry of Tudor, called earl of Rich¬ 
mond, in counsel, favour and aid. 2 This agrees with the 
account of the chronicler, Edward Hall: “ In the meane 
ceason diverse Englishemen whiche either fled out of Eng¬ 
land for feare, or were at Paris to leame and studie good 
litterature and verteous doctrine came voluntarely and 
submitted theim selves to the Earle of Rychemonde, and 
vowed and sware to take his parte. Emongeste whome 
was Richarde Foxe a priest, a man of great wyt and no 
lesse learnynge whome the erle incontinent receaved into 
secret familiarite and in brief time erected and avaunced 
him to high dignitees and promocions, and in conclusion 
he made him bishop of Wynchester.” 3 Henry Tudor was 
at this time with Charles VIII at Gien, 4 and apparently Fox

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had in no way been associated with him before his flight 
from Brittany into France. In his examination in April 
1527 he stated that it was then forty-one years since he 
first knew Henry VII. He was present at the crowning of 
Henry Tudor on Bosworth Field and on 22 August 1485 
he filled the position of chief secretary to the new king. 
By 10 November he had been appointed a councillor 1 
(perhaps as part of a general policy to aggrandise those 
in the immediate personal service of the king), and in 
February 1487 he was appointed lord privy seal and bishop 
of Exeter in succession to Peter Courtenay, who had been 
translated to the see of Winchester and had resigned the 
privy seal. 

I. Exeter and Bath and Wells. 

The bishopric of Exeter supplied an appropriate income 
for the lord privy seal. A patent of 4 July 1487 recited 
that Richard Fox, doctor of laws, then the king’s secretary, 
now a king’s counsellor and bishop of Exeter, had been, 
24 February last past, appointed during pleasure keeper of 
the privy seal, and granted him 20s. a day as salary of the 
said office out of the customs of the ports of Sandwich, 
Poole, Bristol, Southampton, and Bridgwater. 2 But this 
income of a pound a day was overshadowed by the revenue 
of the Exeter bishopric, which was valued in 1534 at an 
annual income of £1566 14s. 6 d. The temporalities in¬ 
cluded possession of some ten houses in Devon and Cornwall, 
a house in London and a manor in Surrey. In the circum¬ 
stances the bishop could afford to resign his office of notary 
or prothonotary of the king’s chancery, with wages of 50 
marks per annum out of the issues of the hanaper. 3 

The writ of restitution of the temporalities of Exeter is 
dated 2 April 1487 4 ; but on 1 March the bishop formally 
collated to master Christopher Urswick, doctor of decrees, 
a prebend in the cathedral church of Exeter and by then 
he had taken possession of his pleasant London residence 
for the collation was made “ in hospicio nostro extra Barras 
novi Templi Londonie.” 8 A series of such stately resid-

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ences extended along the line of the Thames from the City 
boundary to Westminster, and when Fox was granted the 
bishopric of Bath and Wells he moved to the adjoining 
mansion. For Bath and Wells the form is usually “ Datum 
in Hospicio nostro extra Barras Novi Templi in Suburbiis 
Londonie ” J —and for Durham Place it is “ in hospicio 
nostro in suburbiis Londonie iuxta Charyngcrosse.” 2 The 
manor house of Horsley, Surrey, provided the bishop with 
a convenient residence when the London house was an 
undesirable one, as during the not infrequent visitations of 
the sweating sickness. 


Fox was consecrated bishop on 8 April at Norwich. 
He had then to make arrangements for the administration 
of the diocese of Exeter, following the traditional methods 
of the non-resident bishop. The idea of residing in or even 
visiting his diocese seems never to have entered his mind. 
Accordingly, by a commission dated 30 May 1487 at Kenil¬ 
worth, Fox appointed master William Sylke, doctor of 
laws, as his vicar-general. 3 The commission was sealed 
with the seal of John Alcock, bishop of Ely (“ quia sigillum 
nostrum ad manus non habemus”). The very full, but 
stereotyped, commission empowered master Sylke to per¬ 
form all offices, rights and functions of the bishop as though 
he were personally present, saving such acts as ordination 
and confirmation, which only a consecrated bishop could 
perform. On 3 June, at his London residence, Fox issued 
a commission to Thomas, bishop of Tenos, 4 who was to act 
as his suffragan. In the register the commission is at the 
head of the ordination lists, 5 from which it appears that 
ordinations were held by the suffragan in Exeter cathedral 
on 1 March 1488, 14 March 1489, and 19 December 1489. 
Afterwards he ordained on nine separate occasions (the 
last being 7 April 1492) in the collegiate church of Ottery 
St. Mary, of which he had been appointed warden on 1 
December 1489. 8 Fulman, in his fife of Fox, 7 states that

“ in conferring orders and such like administrations he made 
use of Thomas (Cornish afterwards provost of Oriel and 
precentor of Wells), titular bishop of Tine, as his suffragan ” 

_and by reason of Cornish’s position as provost of Oriel 

it is possible to learn far more of his life and personality 1 than 
is usual in the case of suffragan bishops; many of them 
were Irish and often they are memorable chiefly for their 
extraordinary titles. Thomas Cornish held ordinations in 
the diocese of Bath and Wells for Fox, as he had regularly 
done at Exeter, although there is no copy of any new com¬ 
mission heading the ordination records in the Bath and 
Wells register. 2 Within the Wells diocese he was master 
of St. John’s Hospital, Wells, and rector of St. John the 
Baptist, Axbridge, 3 and throughout his career he was indeed 
a noteworthy pluralist even in that age. Bishop Stillington 
of Wells had procured his consecration as suffragan bishop 
on 16th September 1485. 1 Fox availed himself of his 
services in Exeter and Wells. Between 1485 and 1513 he 
appears to have performed episcopal functions for five 
bishops of Exeter and four of Bath and Wells, and moreover, 
from 1494 to 1507 he was provost of Oriel. 5 As a suffragan 
bishop Cornish apparently gave satisfaction—but as the 
head of a college he was less successful. The internal 
condition of the college was unsatisfactory, and in 1504 
it was provided that the Provost should only draw his 
commons “ dummodo actualiter resideat in dicto Collegio.” 6 
During the last six years of his life Cornish lived at Wells. 
At the time of his death he held two vicarages and possibly 
a rectory in the diocese of Bath and Wells. As precentor 
he also held the sinecure rectory of Pilton annexed to his 
dignity. 7 In the diocese of Exeter he was rector of Ipple- 
pen at his death, but apparently resigned the wardenship 
of Ottery St. Mary in 1511. Such was the man appointed 
by Richard Fox as his deputy: he was probably of decorous 
habits, certainly a man of wider culture and learning than 
many of the suffragan bishops of his time, but clearly he

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acquired church preferments as a comfortable source of 
income and simply performed within the diocese the func¬ 
tions for which he was paid. From the point of view of the 
vicar-general he was probably a most desirable colleague, 
though one can unfortunately say little with certainty of 
the mind of master William Sylke. Obviously this vicar- 
general of Exeter was not so eminent a personality as the 
great doctor Richard Nykke, 1 who served Fox as vicar- 
general in the diocese of Bath and Wells and Durham and 
finally himself became bishop of Norwich. William Sylke 
was doctor of laws and canon of Exeter at the time of his 
appointment as vicar-general, and in the register of Bishop 
Redmayne of Exeter Dr. William Sylke appears as pre¬ 
centor of Exeter cathedral, and he acted as vicar-general in 
the matter of the permutation of certain benefices. 2 He 
was well acquainted with the diocese and with the routine 
of diocesan administration. 

This method of performing the work of a diocese by 
vicar-general and suffragan was so common and was 
accepted so unquestioningly by most estimable people that 
one cannot condemn it utterly without making a dispassion¬ 
ate enquiry. With this accepted organisation what evidence 
is there that the absence of the bishop from his cure seriously 
injured the Church ? Non-residence was certainly de¬ 
nounced by contemporaries. Gascoigne, in his general and 
comprehensive denunciations of the bishops, whose ranks 
he was not privileged to join, had much to say of this 
particular evil. He deplored it for a reason which would 
not immediately occur to a modem critic—that it prevented 
the exercise of the great medieval virtue of hospitality. 3

The great 
households were indeed of very 
great importance, not only for the 
hospitality given to the poor and to 
travellers, but because of the train¬ 
ing given therein to future scholars, 
ecclesiastics, and statesmen. Sir 
Thomas More owed much to his 
early training in the household of 
Cardinal Morton. 
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More important evidence than the vigorous but sometimes 
misdirected attacks of Gascoigne and the satires of Gower 
are the letters of Fox himself in the Winchester period, and 
especially his letters to Wolsey. 1 He bitterly repented his 
neglect of his dioceses in the past, not for sins committed, 
but for the sins of omission. He had not been awake to 
the abuses which he now sought to abolish, and they had 
passed unregarded. Fox at this time was an old man and 
totally blind. But no one reading his terse and vigorous 
letters could dismiss them as the belated penitence of a 
dotard. They are trenchant and utterly sincere self- 
criticism on the part of a man whose strength of mind and 
personality was clearly unimpaired. 

From the formal record of the episcopal register it is 
not very easy to glean evidence to prove the evils of non¬ 
residence. It can be done to some extent by comparing the 
registers of non-resident and resident bishops. The con¬ 
trast is marked, for example, between the short, excessively 
formal registers of Exeter and Bath and Wells and the 
Winchester record. Also a scrutiny of the Exeter registers, 
covering a long period, c. 1450 to the Reformation, affords 
a mass of evidence from which some generalisation may 
safely be made. The routine work of institutions to bene¬ 
fices and of ordinations went on whether the bishop was 
personally present in his diocese or not. But such episcopal 
duties as the visitation of monasteries and the correction 
of abuses therein, the calling of non-resident clergy to 
residence and clerical discipline in general would seem to 
be performed thoroughly only when the bishop made his 
diocese his chief interest. 

Clearly the vicar-general was more important than the 
suffragan bishop, even when the suffragan was a personality 
such as Thomas Cornish. The vicar-general might or might 
not be in priest’s orders; it was more important that he 
should be a trained lawyer and man of affairs, both because 
of the bishop’s jurisdiction and also for the care of the 
episcopal lands and complicated rights of property. A 
shrewd business agent was indeed invaluable to the absentee 
bishop; his suffragan might be a mere puppet. The vicar- 
general was partially responsible for the discipline of the

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diocese, and it may be suspected that the unsatisfactory 
suffragan could be dismissed on his representations. 1 The 
system as a whole afforded an admirable working model 
for Henry VIII when he assumed the supreme head¬ 
ship of the English church, and a comparison of his 
methods of governance with those of the statesman-bishop 
might acquit him at least of some of the charges of spiritual 
presumption and glaring innovation. If Henry VIII 
could exercise no spiritual functions, the consecrated 
statesman-bishop neglected to perform them. Thomas 
Cromwell was the quintessence of diocesan vicars-general 
and his powers, aided by a genius for Machiavellian state¬ 
craft, certainly made his influence, while the royal favour 
lasted, greater than that of the bishops, whom he would 
fain have made his tools. 


The Exeter register of Bishop Fox is contained in sixty- 
three leaves of the twelfth volume of the Exeter registers 
and covers the years 1487 to 1492. It is a record of institu¬ 
tions to benefices (ff. 97-125), wills (ff. 126-127), inquisitions 
(ff. 128-150), and ordinations (ff. 151-160). The vicar- 
general’s commission heads the record. From fo. 119 to 
fo. 125 the vicar-general’s name does not appear, and these 
pages give a list of institutions and collations made by the 
bishop personally. 2 The hand is similar to the previous 
writing, and it would seem to be the official copy of a 
record kept by some clerk in personal attendance on the 
bishop. It is a valuable index to Fox’s movements during 
these years, and corroborates his own statement that he 
never saw his cathedral city. There are thirty-one acts of 
institution, collation, or permutation recorded in these

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pages. Wills are not so important for the student of epis¬ 
copal administration, but very welcome for their human 
interest. Two are copied in this register, and one would 
gladly know more of the rector of Silverton, who bequeathed 
furred gowns of blue and green and coral beads to sundry 
kinsfolk and friends, and to Andrew Scarlett, prior of the 
Black Friars of Exeter, beads of red and white amber and 
a shipman’s whistle of silver. 1 The pages of Bishop Fox’s 
registers are seldom so full of colour. 

The list of inquisitions held with regard to vacant 
benefices and rights of patronage forms a large section of 
the whole register, and is followed by the suffragan bishop’s 
commission and the record of ordinations. The lists in 
Fox’s registers of Exeter and Bath and Wells give the names 
of acolytes, deacons, and priests; they do not include, as 
do many other registers, the tonsured ( tonsurati ), who had 
indeed merely passed through the necessary preliminary to 
higher orders. They were supposed to know the rudiments 
of the faith and could not be ordained acolyte before the 
age of fourteen. Yet the tonsuratus was a clerk, entitled 
to benefit of clergy, and he was sometimes instituted and 
inducted to a living. 2 The ordination lists of both Exeter 
and Bath and Wells are very full, 3 and with these lists the 
Exeter register ends. It will be observed that it can fairly 
be described as a dull register. Episcopal registers of this 
period are indeed commonly lacking in general interest as 
contrasted with the great medieval registers. This may be 
due in part to the growth of that departmentalism, which, 
grown to excess, makes for modem dullness. In the 
household of the great ecclesiastic there was development 
and differentiation of function analogous to the develop¬ 
ment of the king’s court or household. The later registers 
are registers of ecclesiastical business in the narrower sense, 
whereas the earlier may be approached in the spirit of 
eager anticipation and adventure, for almost anything 
may be found therein. But in the fifteenth century the

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registrar existed chiefly to register the business routine of 
vicar-general and suffragan; the steward administered the 
episcopal lands and probably had his own clerks and account¬ 
ant . 1 Matters of great moment to the statesman-bishop 
would be unknown to officials who in a simpler age would 
have been clerks of the household. Moreover, interesting 
matters outside routine tend to be dealt with in a more 
literate age by personal letters written or dictated, like 
many from Richard Fox, in vigorous colloquial English, 
and not industriously compiled and interpreted by the 
professional scribes, and recorded perhaps as treasured 
specimens of the writer’s latinity. 

But this register of the non-resident bishop is disappoint¬ 
ing, even for its period. There is not even a heretic, still 
less a witch, to enliven its pages, no visitations of monastic 
houses, certainly no state documents otherwise unknown. 
Richard Fox, as a personality, simply does not emerge from 
the register, save that one can occasionally trace in the 
exercise of the bishop’s wide rights of patronage the reward 
of men who made themselves serviceable either to him or 
to the Crown. He had thrown in his lot with the exiled 
Henry Tudor and staked all on his chances of success , 2 
and his interests during his occupation of the Exeter see 
were centred upon political affairs and the safety of the 
Tudor dynasty. But it is noteworthy that Bishop Morton 
of Ely, who had also shared in Henry Tudor’s exile and 
triumph, was not so completely absorbed in state business 
in these years, and had a mind also for the affairs of the 
church . 3 In Exeter Fox was unknown and he can have had 
little or no influence upon those “ innumerable souls whereof 
he never saw the bodies .” 4 It was perhaps a general source

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of weakness in the medieval church that her bishops so 
frequently had nothing in common with the ordinary parish 
clergy; they did not go through the mill of parochial work 
and were not usually recruited from the same social class. 
But Fox’s record compares badly even with his predecessors 
of noble stock. Peter Courtenay (of the family of the earls 
of Devon) and George Neville (of the family of the earls of 
Salisbury) both visited the diocese and held ordinations 
there, though Neville was a subject of Gascoigne’s censorious 
criticism. 1 It is interesting to note that Fox was succeeded 
by Oliver King, also a royal secretary, and apparently, like 
his successor Redmayne, another Father in God who 
exercised his fatherhood usually in places remote from his 
diocese. 2 It is not surprising that the zealous Bishop Hugh 
Oldham (1504-1519) found much to employ him in the vast 
Exeter diocese. 

Fox was translated to Bath and Wells in 1492, 
at a time when he had been absorbed in the negotiations 
for peace with France “ sometyme at Boulogne, sometyme 
at Calais, sometyme at Sandyngfeld,” 3 —negotiations, which, 
after the siege of Boulogne, resulted in the famous treaty 
of Etaples. He was by this time an experienced diplomat, 
having served with William Sellyng on a French embassy 
in 1490 and 1491. It was accepted therefore that the change 
of diocese would make no practical difference to his move¬ 
ments. He continued to employ Thomas Cornish as his 
suffragan, and doctor Richard Nykke, canon and prebendary 
of Wells, became his vicar-general. 4 Fox succeeded Stilling- 
ton, who died in imprisonment at Windsor in May 1491. 
Stillington, as a servant of the house of York, had been 
Henry Tudor’s bitter enemy, and Fox had drawn up the 
royal warrant for his arrest on the day after Bosworth 
Field. Though pardoned after his capture, he had later 
favoured rebellion and was imprisoned after the battle of 
Stoke. The bull for Fox’s translation was issued on 8 
February 1492, and the mandate for the restitution of

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temporalities on 4 May. 1 The bishopric had a great revenue 
(£1,642 in 1505) and the Bishop had eight manors within the 
county of Somerset, besides the London residence and the 
great manor of Dogmersfield, Hampshire. It also carried 
with it very valuable rights of patronage—and perhaps the 
most interesting exercise of these rights is the appointment 
as precentor of Wells cathedral of master William Warham, 
doctor of laws (“mentis suis efflorentibus ”), 2 the future 
primate of England. 

The register for Bath and Wells is decidedly more 
interesting, although it covers only the short period of two 
and a half years (10 May 1492 to 3 December 1494). As in 
the Exeter register there are the formal lists of institutions, 
inquisitions and ordinations, but there are also detailed 
accounts of the election of the heads of three religious 
houses, St. John the Baptist’s hospital, Bristol, the priory 
of Barlirich and the famous abbey of Glastonbury, dis¬ 
pensations for non-residence, and manumissions of serfs on 
the episcopal manors. This is partly due to chance cir¬ 
cumstances and undoubtedly, in part, to the energy of 
Richard Nykke, vicar-general and official principal of the 
consistory court. 

Fox, while in residence at Dogmersfield, however, did 
give some attention to the affairs of the diocese, but he 
Was concerned chiefly with the maintenance of his rights 
as temporal lord. He was, for example, particularly active 
with regard to the bishop’s mills of the manor of Wells, of 
which there were four at the time of Domesday Book. 
The tenants of Fox’s manor of Wells were, in accordance 
with custom, bound to resort to his mills alone, and the 
news that the corporation of Wells had opened new mills 
was the occasion of a great dispute between the borough 
and the bishop. 3 Richard Nykke and Sir Amias Paulet, 
the steward, were both present at Dogmersfield when 
formal articles of complaint were delivered to the “ Master 
of the Town ” before Easter 1493. Fox made very searching 
complaints, apart from the current question of the mills— 
for example, he complained “ they hold them for the King’s

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Burgesses, and not for myne; they usurpe the makyng and 
movynge of Burgesses, where the authority thereof per- 
taineth onely unto me.” But the bishop paid the expenses 
of the town’s deputation and promised to confirm all their 
ancient privileges. Manumissions of two serfs and their 
families on the manors of Banwell and Cheddar and Wookey 
were also granted 1 and confirmed by the chapters of Bath 
and Wells at this time. 

In matters spiritual there is little that is noteworthy. 
The register contains three copies of papal dispensations to 
enable incumbents to hold two or more livings in plurality. 2 
It not infrequently happened that when a zealous bishop 
called an incumbent to residence he was simply shown the 
apostolic dispensation, and this was duly recorded in the 
register. Such dispensations are the foundation of Gas¬ 
coigne’s contention that papal concessions and privileges 
might entirely destroy episcopal discipline of the clergy. 3 
A bishop might also dispense with residence 4 and could 
and frequently did give licence of absence for not unworthy 
reasons. Richard Nykke granted such a licence to the 
vicar of Wembdon for a three years’ course of university 
study 6 ; clerical ignorance was a perpetual matter for con¬ 
cern to all good bishops. In the elections of the heads of 
religious houses the usual formalities were observed, but 
in the case of Glastonbury Fox annulled the election made 
by the convent and, with the King’s licence, secured the 
appointment of Richard Bere as abbot. 6 

There is no instance of an examination for heresy in 
either of these registers. The west country showed its 
conservatism and loyalty to the old order at a much later 
date, and it would be tempting, but dangerous, to argue 
that this absence of heresy trials proves the non-existence 
or extreme rarity of heresy in these two dioceses. There 
are two examinations of heretics recorded in the register of 
Hugh Oldham (1504-1519). 7 Both were men guilty of

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careless talk and irreverence; one had railed against auri¬ 
cular confession, indulgences, and the doctrine of eternal 
damnation in the “ church ale house ” and elsewhere, the 
other had spoken contemptuously and profanely of the five 
wounds of Christ. Neither heretic could be dignified by 
the term Wycliffite or credited with adherence to any 
particular school of religious thought, and both abjured. 
The two cases simply prove the greater vigilance of Bishop 
Hugh Oldham; they do not necessarily prove influx of 
heresy in a diocese where it was before unknown. Monastic 
abuses were brought to light by the same bishop’s searching 
investigations; but it would be dangerous indeed to argue 
from silence that the abuses had not existed before. Fox 
knew nothing of the true condition of his diocese of Exeter 
and very little more of Bath and Wells, and these two 
registers are therefore records of formalities. 

The whole period at Bath and Wells, synchronising as it 
did with the serious phase of Perkin Warbeck’s rebellion, 
was one of great anxiety for the Tudor monarch and his 
trusted servants. It was uncertain at which point the 
Burgundian attack would be made, and, since the Scottish 
menace was also acute, the king throughout the summer of 
1493 remained in the midlands at Kenilworth. Warham 
was rewarded with his precentorship of Wells after he had 
been king’s ambassador to Flanders at this time. In these 
circumstances the king rejoiced to be able to secure so 
strong a man as Richard Fox as prince-bishop of the Durham 
palatinate. He was already one of a commission to treat 
with Scotland, and his presence in the north would be most 
valuable. The last act under Fox’s authority as bishop 
of Bath and Wells is dated 3rd December, 1494, and in 
the same month he was formally translated to Durham, to 
be, for the first time, a resident bishop. 

II. Durham and Winchester. 

The appointment of a new bishop of Durham was ever 
a matter of great moment to the English king, intent upon 
the maintenance of order in the turbulent north and of 
comparative peace on the Scottish border; it was the first 
duty of the bishop of Durham to defend the realm against 
the Scots. 1 When Richard Fox was translated from Bath

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and Wells to Durham, however, it was expected not only 
that he would prove a strong head of the county palatine; 
primarily Henry VII had in mind the counteracting of 
Scottish intrigue against his dynasty and the diplomatic 
negotiations for the marriage of James IV and Margaret 
Tudor. Fox was indeed to become busily interested in such 
practical forms of defence as the work of his military engineers 
at Norham castle, which he successfully held during siege, 1 but 
the newer form of defence required of him was skilled use of 
the weapons of diplomacy. Fox was translated to Durham 
by papal authority on 7 December 1494 2 ; he was placed 
in a commission to negotiate the Scottish marriage in June 
of the following year; and, although four other names were 
included in the first commission, he directed the negotiations 
at every stage, and was fully entitled to celebrate the 
betrothal of Margaret Tudor, almost as a personal triumph, 
in the great hall of Durham castle. His work for the 
church was not of such distinction as his labours in the 
cause of the Scottish alliance, which established his reputa¬ 
tion as the most adroit of English diplomatists, but by the 
mere facts of his personal residence in the diocese and of 
personal contact with his subordinates certain minor 
reforms were made and life was given to ecclesiastical 
routine. 

The Durham register of Richard Fox, a document of 
forty-six leaves, is now imperfect and somewhat dilapidated 
but beautifully written. Its bold marginal lettering and 
red letter ornamentation still bear witness to the care of 
the keeper of the register, one Robert Dykar. By full 
commission he had been appointed “ actorum Scriba et 
Registrarius ” of the Wells consistory court on 20 June 
1:493, 3 and, like the vicar-general, he followed Richard 
Fox to the north. On 27 March 1501 he was ordained 
acolyte, 4 and on the last folio of the register it is recorded 
that the hospital of Sherbum was collated to him in the 
following July. 5 In attestation of instruments his name 
and title are frequently given in impressive form: Et ego

He was reminded 
that the treasurer had already written to him several times, 
asking him to fulfil the duties of his office more diligently; 
a copy of the statutes or ordinances relating to the chan¬ 
cellorship was enclosed, with a copy of his oath. The 
cause of his non-residence is uncertain. 4 The chancellor¬ 
ship and subsequent appointments were possibly conferred 
at the instance of Richard Fox, lord privy seal. Perhaps 
the presence of this skilled notary was desired in London; 
certainly in the later period of his life master Robert Dykar 
was given preferment in London or its neighbourhood. At 
the time of his death in 1532 he held with the church of 
St. Clement Danes the vicarage of St. Sepulchre’s Holbom. 
Previously he had been vicar of Twickenham (7 March 1514), 
but this he resigned in 1522. 5 His will shows a nice

The literary style of this Durham register is diffuse and 
involved; it is fatally easy to lose the thread in many of the 
labyrinthine passages, and the reader may occasionally 
suspect that master Robert Dykar had lost it too. No 
manual labour of the scribe was spared in the drafting and 
copying of such documents as those relating to the resigna¬ 
tion of the wealthy rectory of Houghton-le-Spring, 2 and 
it is difficult to find precedents conceived on so magnificent 
a scale. But despite this occasional verbosity the register 
is not overlong for the period of time (1494-1501) and 
for so extensive a diocese, covering the present counties 
of Durham and Northumberland (with the exception 
of Hexhamshire), and the bishop’s property included 
lands stretching from the fine of the Tweed to Howdenshire. 
By the valuation of 1534 its revenue was £2,821: the two 
chief residences of the Bishop were the strongly fortified 
castles of Norham and Durham and his manor house of 
Bishop Auckland, but many episcopal acts are dated from 
the London house, Durham Place. Here was given the 
commission to Richard Nykke, who had served Fox so well 
as vicar-general at Bath and Wells 8 ; his last act as vicar- 
general is dated July 3rd 1497. 

The bishop’s chapter was formed by the prior and 
monks of St. Cuthbert’s monastery of Durham. John 
Sherwood, bishop of Durham, died at Rome on 12 January 
1493, and a new prior had also to be elected during the 
vacancy. Fox, as “ keeper of the spiritualties,” authorised 
the sub-prior and convent of Durham to proceed to the 
election of a successor. “ Brethern thys mater toucheth 
both you and me ryght much, and in my opinion grether 
matier can noght fall into our handes, for this person to be 
chosyn must be my brother and pars solicitudinis meae

As for my parte, I so take it, and thereafter woll I rule me, 
I trust ye woll do the same on your partie. And if ye do 
noght, ye must hold me excusyd yf I do you to undrestond 
it, the tyme of the presentacion or confirmacion.” 1 Later 
correspondence with the elected prior, Thomas Castell, 
shows that the bishop ruled his chapter strictly indeed, if 
justly. Fox had made grants to Thomas Garth and John 
Hamerton for their bold defence of Norham during siege, 
and to these grants the prior demurred; he received in 
reply a firm and reproachful letter urging the confirmation 
of the grants under the convent seal. 2 There is a pathetic 
note in the prior’s later letter of protest against the appoint¬ 
ment of William Bettis to the bailiwick of Darlington. 
“ My lord, I besech your lordship to take with me no dis- 
pleasour, that I shew your lordship my poore mynd; for 
my lord in tyme of neide or cause of compleyntt I have none 
othir comforth of refuge and counsell bod onely in your 
good lordship. ” 3 Fox, in reply, gave the prior a full explana¬ 
tion of the appointment—that the previous habit of letting 
the “burghes” to farm had been the occasion of evil 
justice and much extortion of the lord’s profits. " And so 
I have granted this office of Derlyngton to William Bettis 
by way of emprovement: which, I make you soore, hath 
bene to me, and shall be to my successor, moche more 
proufitable then to lett or putt them to ferme. Doubte 
you not, broder, I shall no thyng desyre you to doo that 
shall be hurt or preiudice to the mitre of that my churche.” 4 
The last sentence might be taken as the keynote of Richard 
Fox’s ecclesiastical policy in the palatinate. He might use 
ecclesiastical thunder to overawe turbulent spirits in the 
interests of law and order and the Crown, 5 but the dignity 
of the mitre was never forgotten or made subservient to 
secular business. His rights in the land were most jealously

Richemount, 6 Sept. 1501. The 
sanction of the prior and convent of 
the cathedral church as permanent 
trustees of episcopal property was 
necessary, or at least desirable, for 
such an appointment.

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guarded. “ Send me a copy of the confirmacion that ye 
wold have for the custodie of such landes as be holden of 
you by knyghte service, and I shall look upon itt. I wold 
full fayn do for you in all maters nogt hurtfull to my succes¬ 
sors”—wrote the bishop to the prior. 1 Later he became 
involved in controversy with the earl of Cumberland, and 
for service in this dispute was probably drawn up in English 
the curious instructions proving the right of the bishop of 
Durham to forfeitures within the palatinate. 2 

Richard Nykke’s commission was granted in the London 
house of the bishops of Durham ‘ ‘ in suburbiis londonie iuxta 
Charyngcrosse,” but Fox was not enthroned in his diocese 
until 23 July 1495. Indifferent health had indeed kept 
him from court in the May of that year. 3 His name was 
placed in the commission to treat of the Scottish marriage 
in June, and he departed north, apparently with renewed 
health and vigour. The formal register affords no descrip¬ 
tion of his coming or enthronement; but it is recorded that 
the collegiate church of Bishop Auckland had been visited 
on 4 August 1495, and, among other matters, the canons 
solemnly promised the bishop that half the revenues of the 
prebends for the next three years would be devoted “ ad 
emenda necessaria ad cultum divinum in dicta ecclesia 
celebrandum.” 4 Similar orders for “sequestration of fruits” 
were made in the following year for the rebuilding of the chan¬ 
cel of the collegiate church of Norton and the ruined chancel 
and rectory of the parish church of Bothal. 5 In the former 
instance the vicar of the church was deputed to collect 
revenues for repairs; in the latter letters were directed to 
Thomas Nevell, official of the archdeacon of Northumberland, 
who was placed in charge of the funds for this purpose. No 
such visitations or injunctions are recorded in the registers 
of the non-resident bishop. 

More important still, in December 1496 Fox himself 
held ordinations in the chapel within the manor of Bishop 
Auckland. On 1 and 7 September letters dimissory had 
been issued to seven monks of Durham for deacons’ and 
priests’ orders, and on 17 December Fox ordained 13 
acolytes, 12 subdeacons, 4 deacons, and 8 priests. 6 He

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again held ordinations at Alnwick in the conventual church 
on the iith March 1497. 1 A similar full list is given for 
23 September 1497 “ in villa Barwicy.” These ordina¬ 
tions took place in stirring times. Bishop Fox had the 
honour of appearing first in the list of Henry VII’s evil 
counsellors in Perkin Warbeck’s proclamation of 19 Sep¬ 
tember 1496, and on 5 August 1497 James IV laid 
siege to Norham castle. Surrey marched north with a 
relieving force, and on 30 September 1497 a truce was 
made for seven years. Fox kept the position of governor 
of the castle of Norham for himself for six years (in this 
departing from tradition), but he found it difficult to keep 
a vicar of Norham in such time of stress. 2 His activity in 
the defence of the castle makes his performance of his duty 
as bishop the more noteworthy. 

The list of Durham ordinations is incomplete and there 
is a gap in the foliation of the register. So far as can be 
ascertained, however, a suffragan bishop was not appointed; 
but in 1499 the bishop of Ross ordained in Durham Cathedral 
and at Darlington, 3 and in 1501 Richard, bishop of Exeter, 
in the church of Barnard Castle. 4 In the year 1500 many 
letters dimissory were granted. 5 Fox, in the autumn of 
1499, was present at court, after which he was made sole 
commissioner in the Scottish marriage negotiations, and he 
remained in London during the ensuing winter after the 
trial and execution of Perkin Warbeck and the earl of 
Warwick. In November 1497 he was also appointed 
chancellor of Cambridge for the following year, in which 
office he was succeeded by bishop Fisher of Rochester. 
His failure to hold ordinations during this period is there¬ 
for explicable; when in the north, however multifarious his

activities, he clearly preferred to perform this episcopal 
duty in person. 

Inefficiency or neglect could not remain undetected when 
the bishop was personally present—it is significant that the 
first act recorded after his installation should be a reform 
at Bishop Auckland—and there is further evidence of his 
vigilance during temporary absence. For non-residence 
nine different monitions were issued in October and Novem¬ 
ber 1499: by far the greater number were issued directly 
by the bishop, though one, to the vicar of Newcastle, came 
from the new vicar-general, William Cooke. 1 The other 
vicariates involved were Newbum, Warkworth, Heighington, 
and Aycliffe. 2 The vicar of Tynemouth, master John 
Hebborne, had prepared for such a contingency by obtaining 
a papal bull in July 1492, and this is duly recorded in the 
register without comment. 3 Similar monitions were sent to 
the rectors of Hurworth, Rothbury, and Washington. 4 

Licence of non-residence for study, on the other hand, 
was granted to the vicar of St. Oswald’s, Durham, by the 
bishop on 6 May 1500; his non-residence had previously 
been noticed and he had exhibited a papal dispensation, 
granted in 1498, for a seven years’ course of study. 5 The 
ignorant clerk also did not pass unscathed, for the register 
relates that a chaplain, “ quidam dominus Johannes 
Wotton,” was examined before master Richard Nykke and 
warned that he must not again celebrate within the Durham 
diocese " quousque melius instruatur in arte gramaticali.” 6 
Plurality in itself does not seem to have suffered the 
bishop’s condemnation, for master Roger Laybome, 7 his 
chancellor and sometime vicar-general, was himself a 
pluralist rector of Long Newton. It was not necessarily 
evil when a vicar, with an adequate stipend, was provided. 

More interesting, perhaps, are the instances of monitions 
against secular folk. Fox used ecclesiastical thunder with 
great effect to restore order on the borders after the Scottish 
siege of Norham, not only against the raiders but against

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minor officials such as Sir Thomas Darcy’s under-constable. 1 
Exclusion from church rites and ceremonies extended to 
the men’s wives and children also, and Lord Dacre in later 
years bore witness to the success of the policy in dealing 
with the stalwarts of Tynedale and Redesdale. 2 Perhaps 
the most interesting document in the register is the letters 
testimonial on the absolution of fifteen border thieves in 
this district. 8 Their names—Sandy Charleton, Crysty 
Milbome, Lowry Robeson, Sandy Robeson, Gilly Dod of 
the Crake, etc.—stand out in odd contrast to the official 
latin of the document. They had made their peace with 
Holy Church, but their absolution was conditional. This 
bishop in residence at Norham 4 apparently knew their 
favourite weapons—jackes, saletts or knapestalls—and 
forbade their use and the use of horses, worth more than 
6s. 8 d., save when they rode out against the Scots or the 
king’s enemies. All weapons more than a span long were 
to be discarded when they entered upon church ground 
within Tynedale and Redesdale. The threat of the greater 
excommunication seems to have been an effective weapon. 

The church courts were also active in dealing with 
disorder in the towns during Fox’s episcopate. An appeal 
for the arrest of certain excommunicated persons was 
addressed to the Crown by Fox on 6 April 1500, the culprits 
being five women of Newcastle-on-Tyne, 5 and the secular 
arm, in the persons of the captain of Redesdale and Sir 
John Heron, was invoked for the arrest of a fortune-teller, 
Johanna Foster. 6 A commission “ ad exigendum con- 
victos” was given by Fox on 8 April 1500. The most 
human document in the register is the grant of a testimonial 
by the vicar-general to one James Wilson, affirming that

He (Dacre) has made an agree¬ 
ment between the men of Tindale 
and Sir Rauff Fenwick, their 
keeper.

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his parents were inhabitants of Bishop Auckland. James 
was a Scarborough citizen, whose life had been made 
unbearable by popular rumour that he was a Scotsman, 
bom in Scotland! 1 

It is not a very eloquent or impressive record in all, 
but, short as it is, it is a marked contrast to those of Exeter 
and Bath and Wells. Fox must have had both tireless 
patience and inexhaustible energy; wherever possible he 
paid personal attention to both documents and men, and 
little in either escaped his searching scrutiny. While mind¬ 
ful of the dignity of his office he was personally neither 
arbitrary nor stem. Men remained gladly in his service, 
and their training stood them in good service when they 
passed to more exalted positions. He took pleasure in 
commending the good workman, whether he were his 
vicar-general, a scholar or the master carpenter who furnished 
his banqueting hall. He would always give reasons for his 
demands and was fairminded, seldom provoking personal 
enmity. With lesser men as with kings he displayed the 
diplomat’s gift of the “ smooth answer, as it was like oil 
unto the wound, whereby it began to heal.” 2 He had, too, 
some care for the needs of the farmers and the poor. Prob¬ 
ably he enjoyed the work of fortification at Norham, but 
he hated the aftermath of raids and reprisals, and many 
years later, in blind old age, he still earnestly desired, during 
one of his rare attendances in council, that Surrey, in 
command on the Borders, should not bum green com. 
His reputation as ruler of the palatinate had been so great 
that both Surrey and Dacre were ready even then to heed 
his warnings and precedents; and in the same year he 
wrote, in answer to Wolsey’s written request, a lengthy 
account of the arrangements made during Henry VII’s 
reign for the holding of the east and middle marches and 
the town of Berwick. 3 But he probably contemplated his 
translation to the southern diocese of Winchester with 
unmitigated pleasure. 

Fox was translated to the see of Winchester in October 
1501, the writ for the restitution of temporalities being 
dated 17 October. There was much in favour of the

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appointment. Fox was now the greatest ecclesiastic and 
statesman within the realm. With Morton he had played 
a great part in the original plot which brought Henry Tudor 
to the English throne, and Morton died on 12 October 1500. 
The Winchester revenues were commensurate with his 
great dignity and with the expenses of a diplomat who 
commonly received foreign ambassadors, who had a Euro¬ 
pean reputation as a patron of scholars and learning and 
who also himself served as ambassador. With its revenues 
of £3,691 the see was wealthier than that of Canterbury, 
as Fox bluntly reminded Warham in the course of a later 
controversy. 1 It long remained the most interesting 
diocese of England, 2 including Surrey, Hampshire, the 
Isle of Wight, and the Channel Islands. The town 
house, with its pleasant Thames’ gardens, was in South¬ 
wark, adjoining the famous church of St. Mary Overy. 
The manor of Esher 3 was conveniently near London. 
Winchester itself was in close touch with the important 
continental port of Southampton, and the Winchester 
palace of Wolvesey was found a convenient and worthy 
lodging for Henry VIII and for the emperor Charles V. 
It was thus possible for Fox to remain in close touch with 
the king and with foreign emissaries and at the same time 
to reside in his diocese, controlling all its activities. As 
bishop of Winchester he was visitor of the colleges founded 
by his great predecessors, New College and Magdalen, and 
increasingly he had chosen to devote much of his scant 
leisure and of his personal wealth to the universities. 

By the royal household Fox was valued as an old and 
trusted friend and as a great master of ceremonies; October 
1501, the month of his translation, was the month of the 
celebration of the marriage of Arthur and Katharine of 
Aragon, “ performed with great and true magnificence in 
regard to cost, shew and order. The chief man that took 
the care was Bishop Fox.” 4 Katharine won and kept the 
great bishop’s regard and affection. No court ceremonies

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were really complete without him. He arranged wedding 
banquets, he had christened the Tudor babies, or himself 
stood sponsor to them, and finally it was he who drew up 
the provisions for the great obsequies of the first Tudor in 
1509. The fact that Henry VII’s government survived 
Machiavelli’s test of good government, in that it proved 
strong enough to maintain itself after his death, is un¬ 
doubtedly due in part to Richard Fox. The strength of 
the Tudor dynasty depended not least on wise choice and 
retention of counsellors. Fox had been constantly in the 
royal service since Bosworth Field; his priority was un¬ 
questioned under the young king Henry VIII in the earliest 
years of the reign. After Wolsey’s dramatically swift rise 
to power Fox shared authority with him until in or about 
the year 1516. Fox’s retirement from court and official 
life was then voluntary, and Wolsey still from time to 
time drew upon his ripe experience 1 ; he had held the 
privy seal for thirty years and had been intimately con¬ 
cerned with the framing of every important treaty. After 
1516 he withdrew to his diocese and church reform. 

There is a wealth of evidence for Bishop Fox’s adminis¬ 
tration of the Winchester diocese. His register, in five 
large volumes, is in the Consistory Court of Winchester 
(a small gallery at the north-west corner of the nave). 
Here are also to be found the records of episcopal visitations 
in the years 1520 and 1527-8, parochial visitations' com¬ 
parable in interest with the 1511 visitation of archbishop 
Warham. 2 There are also records of general proceedings of 
the consistorial court for five different periods between 1513 
and 1530. It is interesting to know of the great activity 
of the court, but these records are of greater interest to a 
student of sixteenth-century morality and immorality than 
to the student of matters ecclesiastical. 8 There are also 
certain documents in the record volumes, preserved in the 
Cathedral Library, and certain references to The bishop’s 
beneficence in the Winchester Town Books. 4 Apart from

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records of the townsfolk’s appreciation of his generosity 
and the tradition of the veneration felt by pilgrims to the 
Winchester shrine for the aged bishop in his oratory, it 
is plainly apparent, even through the formalism of the 
sixteenth-century register, that the presence of a great 
personality in the diocese made a most startling difference 
in the conduct of church matters. The blindness which 
came upon the bishop in his last years could not quench 
his enthusiasms or lessen the activity of his mind. It is 
true that after 22 December 1520, Fox did not again hold 
an ordination, 1 and in December 1526, at the age of seventy- 
nine, he expressed a hope that Wolsey did not expect him 
to ride about in the wintry weather to collect the subsidy 2 ; 
but in January 1527 he wrote in justification of his reforming 
measures to the cardinal, to whom complaints of his undue 
zeal had been referred, and the last year of his life is the 
year of a great parochial visitation, 3 in which the bishop 
was personally interested. 

Both prior to his virtual retirement from political life 
and after his blindness, Fox issued commissions to several 
suffragans. One such was issued to William, bishop of 
Meath, on 17 March 1509 (Nosque variis et arduis negociis 
dominum nostrum Regem et eius Regni Anglie rempub- 
licam concernentibus prepediti sumus). 4 But the bishop 
himself ordained in the same month. A plenary commission 
was given to William * Salonensis ’ on 13 February 1510. 6 
In the same month Thomas, bishop of Bangor, was com¬ 
missioned to ordain certain monks of Beaulieu in the 
monastic church. On and after February 23rd 1521 
William ‘ Dariensis ’ (Dara in Mesopotamia) held ordinations. 

Fox made three appointments to the office of vicar- 
general—doctor Nicholas West, doctor John Dowman, and 
doctor John Incent, who was appointed in May 1523 6 and 
held office during Wolsey’s administration of the see after 
bishop Fox’s death. In June 1524 Incent succeeded the

bishop of Salona (Greece) from 26 
Sept. 1508. He was succentor of 
Salisbury and bachelor in decrees 
(Eubel).

at St. Cross, 1 favourite residence of Richard Fox. Until 
his death in 1545 he retained this mastership and with it, 
from 1540, 2 the deanery of St. Paul’s. The learned editor 
of Wolsey’s register is inclined to attribute to Incent a 
high-handed policy with the monastic houses amounting to 
deprivation of the rights of election. 3 Fox, himself, was 
not over tender of electoral rights when he considered the 
claimants unworthy; in a letter to Wolsey, dated 20 July 
1515, he recommended him to order the unruly canons of 
St. Augustine’s, Bristol, after his wisdom or else to issue 
a commission to order the election, putting out the " three 
young fools ” which sue for voices in it though they be not 
in sacris * 

Doctor Nicholas West (1461-1533) was a fellow of 
King’s College, Cambridge, and in 1499 he had been granted 
by Fox the rectory of Egglescliffe, which he retained until 
he became bishop of Ely in 1515. He did not long serve as 
vicar-general, for in 1502 Fox secured his appointment as 
junior colleague of Sir Thomas Brandon in the embassy to 
the emperor Maximilian. His bishopric was the reward for 
the successful diplomatic mission to France in 1515, but 
Nicholas West also was a diplomat who became a reformer. 6 
Doctor John Dowman 6 was vicar-general until Incent’s 
appointment; his energy and judgment were displayed in 
the exercise of the bishop’s visitatorial powers vested in him. 

In summarising Richard Fox’s reforms in the Win¬ 
chester diocese it is appropriate to consider first the monas¬ 
tic houses, because with regard to these wide use was early

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made of the bishop’s rights of visitation and correction, 
even before Fox had leisure to exercise them in person. 
Under him these powers were used for the true purpose of 
receiving complaints and detecting and reforming abuses, 
and not for the purpose of collecting fees. Visitations of 
the latter type were not infrequently conducted, especially 
during vacancies, as at Durham after Fox’s translation to 
Winchester. 1 There is no reason to doubt the bishop’s 
assurance given to Wolsey, “ And as for the religiouse men, 
they have be put to lesse costis and chargies in my days 
then other be, aftre the common maner of other ordynaries 
in theyre dioces. I never toke procurations of any of 
theym for all the visitations of my tyme, by the space of 
xxvi th yeres.” 2 At that date the bishop could thank God 
for the good condition of the communities, but in the famous 
letter of 1521 he expressed his horror of the monastic 
abuses revealed; during the twenty-six years there had 
been indefatigable efforts for reform. 

The story of Fox’s reformation of the nunneries of the 
diocese has already been told. 3 He believed in rigid en¬ 
closure, but his relations with those of good intent were 
on the whole happy, and it was for the benefit of the nuns 
of the diocese that he published the English translation of 
the Benedictine Rule in “ comune playne round Englishe 
easy and redy to be understande by the sayde devoute 
religiouse women.” 4 The rule was expressly printed for 
the nunneries of Romsey, Wherwell, and St. Mary’s Win¬ 
chester, and all these communities were subjected to 
visitations. Letters ordering visitation were directed to the 
abbess of St. Mary’s Winchester on 22 October 1521 and 
to the abbess of Holy Cross, Wherwell, on the same date. 6 
Romsey abbey was the cause of several distressing inquiries 8 : 
the early injunctions in 1507 expressed grave suspicions of 
the abbess Joyce Rowse and others, and there was a grievous 
scandal in 1522; but the list of injunctions on 15 January 
1527 dealt with normal problems of negligence and back-

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biting. The punishment of Alicia Gorsyn for this last 
offence was striking: “ utetur lingua rubea confecta de 
panno in sua barba alba et ibidem affigetur continuo per 
spacium unius mensis et si iterum deliquerit continuo ilia 
lingua utetur.” The vicar of Romsey was implicated in 
popular rumour in 1507, and was commanded by master 
Dowman “ infra hospicium ad signum Georgii apud Alton ” 
to have no further contact either personally or by letter 
with the nuns. 1 

The condition of the monasteries may not unfairly be 
gauged from the visitation records in the register of the 
following houses: the priories of Merton, Saint Denis, 
Southampton and St. Mary Overy, Southwark and the 
abbeys of Hyde and Chertsey, and finally Fox’s personal 
visitation of St. Swithun’s priory, Winchester. The prior 
of Merton had been given much wise counsel in doctor 
Dowman’s injunctions of 1501 2 in such matters as the 
rendering of accounts to the chapter and the judicious 
discipline of the brethren. Further injunctions were given 
in 1510. 3 The Prior was then accused of causing decline 
in religion “ ob tuam absentiam pretextu prioratus studen- 
tium in Oxonia et ob alias causas frivolas ” (!) For the 
future he was not to concern himself with the Oxford 
students, and he was to avoid all suspicious company, both 
masculine and feminine. The number of canons was to be 
made up speedily to the ancient number of twenty-seven, 
and the property of the community was to be inventoried 
and safeguarded. The regular canons of the priory of St. 
Denis received a list of injunctions of the familiar type. 4 
As ignorance is the mother of error, the rules of St. Augus¬ 
tine and St. Benedict were to be expounded in the chapter. 
They were not to go out alone, to hunt or to frequent 
taverns. A new prior, Walter May, had been elected in 
December i5o8. B 

Very lengthy injunctions were given to the canons of 
St. Mary Overy, 6 where there was apparently gross slackness 
in the observance of the rule. Some may sympathise with 
the sub-prior, ordered to abstain from feeding and keeping 
doves and other animals in the dormitory, but his familiarity

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with the junior canons, resulting in gambling and blasphemy, 
was clearly to be deprecated (“ nimia familiaritas parit 
contemptum”). It seems reasonable also that the prior 
should not be absent more than eight days in the month, 
save for urgent cause, approved by the bishop or his vicar- 
general. Indeed, all the articles of injunction as to dress, 
food, access to London, buildings, and accounts are emi¬ 
nently sane and just; they are dated 23 July 1507, and in 
December 1508 the vicar-general visited the chapter house 
and ordered them to be read in chapter four times or at 
least twice a year. 

Hyde abbey was visited by Dowman in January 1507, 1 
when Richard Rumsey (later abbot) was prior. The reason 
of his coming was declared to be certain abuses, among 
others, access of women to the precincts of the monastery 
and access of the brethren to taverns and women outside 
the monastery, and the neglect of religion and of religious 
instruction of the juniors. It was stated that the abbot 
had previously carried out reforms and that nothing re¬ 
mained which could not easily be redressed. It was de¬ 
finitely laid down that the monks should not in future 
receive separate money allowances, but a senior monk, 
appointed by the abbot, should distribute clothing, shoes, 
and other necessaries. The abbey was again visited in 
February 1522, 2 when there was still complaint that women 
of doubtful character haunted church and monastery, but 
the general tone of the articles is complaint of neglect of 
the ornaments of the church, the refectory meals, the 
infirmary accommodation, and the teaching of poor boys. 
The brethren thought more of their amusements (many 
possessed long bows and arrows) and, owing to the number 
of their servants, almsgiving was diminished. 

Injunctions based on doctor Dowman’s report had been 
sent to Chertsey abbey in 1507 3 ; they were preceded by 
a preamble on pastoral care from the bishop. Much in the 
list is traditional and based on oft-quoted phrases, such as 
" quia sicut piscis sine aqua sic religiosus sine claustro.” 
The condemnation of hunting is not quite so familiar. 
“ Esau Venator erat quando peccator erat, et penitus non 
invenimus in scripturis sanctis aliquem sanctum vena-

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torem.” 1 For the avoidance of scandal no women, even 
kinsfolk, were to visit the monastery, and the abbot per¬ 
sonally was sharply admonished regarding a certain woman 
“ que publica peraget penitentiam in ecclesia parochiali de 
Churthsey.” Fox’s personal visitation of St. Swithun’s in 
February 1522 disclosed a state of affairs almost identical 
with that at Hyde: a preference for games in the fields 
during hours of service, drinking parties, sometimes pro¬ 
longed until eight o’clock, dicing, and general slackness. 2 
In fact the monks were indeed brethren of Chaucer’s monk 
of the Canterbury Tales, save that few were so prosperous. 

Whether there was any marked deterioration in religious 
houses in the previous half century is at least open to 
question: probably they had passed the worst period of 
corruption. But in an age which saw a revival of learning, 
a reform of secular administration and a quickening of 
national consciousness, the monasteries, which in the 
earlier medieval period had been centres of learning, art, 
and civilisation, were troublesome institutions which had 
to be harried into order by the more industrious bishops. 
For the most part they neither attracted nor produced 
great personalities, and the tendency of the age was to 
encourage secular foundations “ for such as, by their 
learning, shall do good to the Church and Commonwealth.” 3 

With regard to his parochial clergy, Richard Fox at 
Winchester pursued his earlier policy of calling the absentee 
clergy into residence and exacting pledges from new in¬ 
cumbents that they would remain in their cures. But no 
bishop could adequately combat the numerous evils which 
sprang largely from the poverty of the secular clergy. The 
wealthy rectories were usually held by men in the service 
of the Crown or of a bishop, sometimes by scholars who 
had found patrons, and often in plurality. Such men were 
supposed to provide adequately for a curate, but it was not 
always done. The appropriation of benefices to monastic

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houses had undoubtedly evil consequences. The monastery 
drew the rectorial tithes; the vicar’s share was often 
ludicrously inadequate. While it is true that voluntary 
alliance with Lady Poverty is not unproductive of the beauty 
of holiness, it is also undoubtedly true that enforced poverty 
has sordid and demoralising effects upon human character. 
Not all impoverished clergy can hope to show the courage 
and virtue of Chaucer’s poor parson of the town; and the 
lot of the country parson was frequently harder. The 
inducement to leave the sheep encumbered in the mire 
and seek a chantry for souls in London or in some other 
great town is perfectly obvious when the occasional dif¬ 
ference between the endowments of chantries and those of 
the poorer vicarages is considered. Moreover, the problem 
of clerical poverty was becoming more acute owing to the 
changing value of the currency—-a problem destined to 
recur in the history of the church. Fox, in the town of 
Winchester itself, carried out a scheme, not unknown at the 
present time, of uniting benefices. But this solution could 
not generally be applied to the country parishes. 1 As a 
result, the offices of the church were only too often cele¬ 
brated by ignorant priests in dilapidated buildings, and, 
when conditions became too difficult or temptation too 
great, the vicar not infrequently ran away; in an age when 
the parishioners knew everything that happened in the 
parish, but not much of what happened outside it, the 
runaway might remain undiscovered for some time, if he 
had had the wisdom to run far enough. 

This is the general impression derived from such very 
real and vivid evidence as the records of Warham’s visita¬ 
tions in 1511; it is strengthened by a perusal of the com¬ 
prehensive and detailed visitations instigated by Richard 
Fox in 1520, 1527, and 1528. In the archdeaconry of 
Winchester, mandate had been issued to the archdeacon in 
1508, for yearly visitations of the several churches to be 
notified to the vicar-general. In addition to recording 
defects in church ornaments (a traditional archidiaconal

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function) very interesting provision was made for the 
instruction of the people in the vulgar tongue. “ Et 
quater in anno, hoc est semel in qualibet quarta anni, die 
una solemni vel pluribus, articulos fidei, mandata decalogi, 
precepta evangelii, opera misericordie, septem peccata 
mortalia cum progenie, septem virtutes principales ac 
septem gracie sacramenta facient per curatos vel alias 
vulgariter absque cuiuslibet subtilitatis textura fantastica 
populo exponi.” 1 

The visitation of 1520 was conducted by deaneries, 
beginning in Fareham church on August 4th, 1520. Names 
are given in the visitation book of the rector or community 
holding each living and the clerk in residence. Both were 
supposed to appear. There follow the names of the' ‘ jurati ’ ’ 
summoned to give evidence: usually they were the wardens 
and two or three parishioners. For many parishes there is 
no return except the satisfactory “Omnia bene”; for 
others the only needs felt are minor repairs to church or 
rectory. Parishioners preferred to complain of the state of 
the chancel rather than the nave, as the rector was responsible 
for the upkeep of the former. One feels that life ran peace¬ 
fully at Colmer, where the jurati gave information “ that 
they lacked a bell rope.” 2 But at Sparsholt the chancel 
was in ruins “ in tantum quod curatus non audet dicere 
divina in eodem.” 3 At Worthy Mortimer the Rector was 
summoned to residence; at Monxton the churchwardens 
reported that the Rector harboured a woman of doubtful 
character 4 : Vernham Dean had an infirm and unsatis¬ 
factory curate; at Knights Enham and at Thruxton no 
sufficient curate was provided. 5 

The records of the visitations of 1527-8 form an 
imposing volume of 271 pages 6 ; the visitation lasted from 
12 August until 26 Sept., and was resumed on 25 August of 
the following year, the work being divided between doctor 
Incent and Nicholas Harpsfield, the bishop’s commissary-

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general. 1 In several cases rectors received notice to appear 
before Fox himself in the chapel of Marwell manor. 2 The 
visitations had their aftermath in increased business for the 
consistory court; for the system implied investigation of 
the moral state of the laity. At first sight it would appear 
to give undue scope and dignity to the parish gossips; but 
the vicar-general would not act upon mere slander, and re¬ 
quired sworn testimony. These itinerant officials also light¬ 
ened the business of the bishop’s court by granting probate of 
wills in the course of the visitations. 3 Provisional arrange¬ 
ments were made in matrimonial troubles, which were to 
come before the consistory court in Winchester cathedral in 
the following December. 4 The commissaries followed up cases 
from the previous year; thus at East Meon John Hunter 
certified that, though he had made every effort to cite 
Ralph Langridge on 26th August last “ tamen apprehendere 
non potuit.” 5 Crawley certified that the rector, doctor 
Piers “ est in servitio domini” 6 ; he was official of the 
consistory court. 7 In two instances incumbents were able 
to produce copies of dispensations for non-residence granted 
by cardinal Wolsey. 3 The records are frequently illuminat¬ 
ing of the mentality and customs of lay-folk; for the cases 
coming before the commissaries were of the most mis¬ 
cellaneous character, and many of them were more humorous 
than shocking. The woman of evil tongue, the man who 
made grimaces and used abusive language, the owner of 
the hogs which strayed into the churchyard, the women 
suspected of incantations and sorcery, 9 were summoned 
before them, together with those who retained for their 
own profit animals given for the maintenance of the church. 
Ralph Forest of Freshwater had six sheep for the main¬ 
tenance of a lamp before the Holy Eucharist and had kept 
them a year 10 : Henry Wey “ detectus est quod habet

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vaccam spectantem lumini crucifixi de Breardyng et debet 
pro redditu eiusdem.” 1 The retaining of church cows 
seems to have been fairly common in the Isle of Wight, 
and in one instance 2d. was the sum fixed as the year’s 
revenue from the dedicated cow. 2 At East Woodhay 
neither curate nor jurors appeared because of plague, 
which was rife there. 3 


The commissaries in many cases exacted full penalties; 
for non-appearance there were sequestrations at Nether 
Wallop and St. John in Soke and St. Peter’s Chesill (both 
in Winchester); for contumacy and dilapidations, at 
Basingstoke. At Wherwell doctor Stokysley, prebendary 
and vicar, was ordered to appear in Winchester cathedral 
on the Saturday after All Saints’ day to say why the fruits 
and revenues of the prebend should not be sequestrated. 4 
Where the incumbent had failed to obey previous injunc¬ 
tions, this type of summons was usual. For many offences, 
and especially for incontinency, a day would be assigned 
for trial by compurgation. 5 For these visitations of secular 
clergy procuration fees were taken. 6 Proceedings in con¬ 
nection with this visitation were still going forward in 
Wolvesey palace chapel on 30 September 1528, 7 and on 
5 October Richard Fox died. His own account of his 
discipline of clergy and laity was given to the cardinal in 
the letter of justification in the previous year. “ And as 
for the secular clerckis, I have not be rigourouse uppon 
theym in poneshementis except it were for manyfest fomyca- 
tion or advowtrey. And yet for theme they never dyd open 
penance to theyre noys or infamy. And also I never 
pryved person in noo dyoces that I have be in. And 
except it be in Suthwarcke, whiche is under the jurisdiction 
of tharchedecon, I trowe there be as litle oponly knowen

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synne or enorme crymes, both in persones spirituall and 
temporall, as is within any dioces of this realme.” 1 

The register itself affords some evidence of the bishop’s 
efforts to secure higher standards of education and pay. 
When the church of St. Mary Callender, Winchester, was 
collated to Thomas Yegg, provision was made for his 
further education; “ quod tribus diebus ad minus in 
qualibet ebdomada durante quinquennio frequentabit dili- 
genter scolam altam in novo Collegio Winton’ et, quotiens 
Reverendum patrem dominum Wintoniensem Episcopum 
aut suum vicarium generalem, durante dicto quinquennio, 
contingat adesse in ciuitate Wintoniensi, idem dominus 
Thomas presentabit se eidem Reverendo patri aut suo 
vicario generali et offeret se subiturum examen.” 2 Insti¬ 
tution was postponed when the candidate was illegitimate 
and otherwise unworthy. 3 The policy of uniting benefices too 
poor to support an incumbent was followed in Winchester 
during the last years of Fox’s episcopate. The churches of St. 
Pancras and St. Maurice were so united on 22 December 1526 
by act of the vicar-general, " habens inter cetera a dicto 
Reverendo patre quascunque Ecclesias parochiales et 
vicarias perpetuas pauperes et exiles sue diocesis potestatem 

et auctoritatem uniendi rite et legitime” . 4 The 

church of St. Rumwald was similarly united to the church 
of St. Mary Callender on 1 August 1528. 5 The actual 
income of a benefice thus adjudged insufficient is stated in 
the act uniting St. Mary’s Tanner Street to the church of 
St. Maurice; it was forty shillings a year. 6 This amount 
may be compared with the sum of £6 13s. 4 d., left by John 
Spencer, citizen and ‘‘ talour ” of London, dwelling in 
Streatham, Surrey, to provide an honest priest to sing for 
his soul, his friends, and all Christian souls for one year. 7 
Ten marks was a usual amount for the year’s salary of a 
chantry priest. Obviously the parish priest could not be 
expected to live without the exaction of fees: on the other 
hand, greedy exaction of fees fomented the spirit of anti-

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clericalism, of which there was such startling revelation in 
London in 1514. 1 The forty shillings a year often meant 
forty shillings with food: but seven marks a year (£4 13s. 4 d.) 
was a fairly common vicar’s stipend. Moreover, the clergy 
were exposed to papal and episcopal as well as royal taxa¬ 
tion and exactions. 

Richard Fox showed zeal in the fulfilment of yet another 
episcopal function, the uprooting of religious heresy and 
unbelief. Judged by sixteenth-century standards he would 
have been faithless to the universal church and to the 
state he served if he had failed in this manifest duty. 2 
Apparently only in one instance, that of Thomas Denys, 
was the accused a relapsed heretic; he was sentenced to be 
burnt in the market place of Kingston. During the year 
of his examination, Fox was still active in diplomatic work 
and absorbed in the task of supplying the English army 
engaged in the French campaign with victuals and beer. 
But there is no reason to suppose he would condemn the 
action of his vicar-general, and he himself was personally 
present at more than one examination for heresy. In his 
administration of both spiritual and temporal jurisdictions 
he was ready to temper justice with mercy, 3 but he would 
not have authority challenged without exacting with¬ 
drawal or punishment. 

Early sixteenth-century heretics may be classed under 
three heads, and the Winchester register of Fox affords 
examples of the three. There were survivals of the Lol¬ 
lards, heretics imbued with the new continental teaching of 
Martin Luther, and railers, of a type known in all ages, 
who delighted in shocking their more conventional neigh¬ 
bours gathered together in the ‘‘church ale house” or

The first abjura¬ 
tion recorded in the register would seem to be that of a 
heretic of the third type—Joan Brede, the wife of John 
Brede, ‘‘wax chandeler” of Southwark, who had openly 
declared " that a woman that dyed in Saynt Lourense lane 
in London is damnyd except the mercy of God by cause she 
belevyd that in the hoste that she recevyd at hyr departyng 
was the body of criste and it was not there,” etc. 1 Thomas 
Denys was condemned as a relapsed heretic; he had been 
detected and taken by the officers of the bishop of London 
about twenty years past in the parish of Waltham abbey. 
He had denied transubstantiation and had published and 
proclaimed teaching which was definitely that of Wycliffe. 
He and Philip Braban “ brought unto John Jenyn alias 
broderer diverse bokes of heresie and specially a boke of 
heresy called Wiclif exhorting him to loke upon it and folowe 
and bileve the contentis therof and copy the same.” 2 All 
associated with Thomas Denys were examined. John 
Jenyn had lately died, but Philip Braban was condemned to 
wear the badge of the faggot. Seven years previously he 
resided in Amwell beside Ware with Stephen Carder, his 
master, whose father had been burned for heresy. He had 
held the opinions of Denys and also denied the papal power. 
These opinions which he had published, and especially to 
Robert Cosyn of Harrow-on-the-Hill, he now abjured. 3 
Articles were also brought against John Langborowe and 
Margery Jopson of Kingston. Penance was assigned and 
they were to be present at the burning of Thomas Denys 
and to cast their heretical books into the fire. 4 Henry Alen 
of Kingston was also implicated, but absolved. 

In September 1514 Richard Fox personally conducted 
an examination of heretics in the parish church of Farnham. 
There Thomas Wattys of Dogmersfeld confessed that he 
“ had learned by one Gardener the younger, which is dede

lollars.” He had denied transubstantiation, image venera¬ 
tion and the doctrine of purgatory, and had kept and 
read prohibited books, as books of the New Testament 
translated into English. With him were examined his wife 
and five others. All abjured and received the bishop’s 
absolution. 1 Most interesting of all, in its evidence of the 
survival of Wycliffite teaching in certain localities of Eng¬ 
land, is the case of Richard Ashford of the parish of Walton. 2 
He had married Alice Morden in the parish of Chesham, 
Buckinghamshire, and brought her with him into the 
Winchester diocese, having imbibed heresy from her father, 
John Morden. He made confession before Richard Fox in 
Wolvesey palace in November 1522: his opinion of the 
sacrament went beyond Wycliffite teaching, “ that the 
sacrament of the auter is but bred and wyne and so it is 
when the preist began with it at the masse and so it is 
when the masse is ended.” He was both reader and teacher 
and had no little command of language as his confession 
showed. " There is noo pilgrimage here in this worlde but 
oon brother to goo with a nother in the Virtue and in the 
Lawe of god and other pilgrimage going proffite nott,” etc. 

In December 1525 Edward Hill of Wonston, before the 
vicar-general, abjured the heretical statement that a priest 
had no authority or ability to assoil any man’s soul, and in 
January 1527 Adrian Brynkflete was commanded to do 
open penance in Southwark market for disbelief expressed 
in the sacrament of confirmation. 3 These are evidence of 
doctor John Incent’s zeal: but in July 1528 the vicar- 
general conducted an examination of far greater significance 
when he received the abjuration of George Dalphough, 
" theutonicus,” of the parish of St. Maurice Winchester. 
He had kept certain books, gospels in German containing 
heresies, and held opinions derived from certain of the sect 
of Luther. To him confession was not of the law of God 
but only of the custom of the people; priests sold the body 
of Christ as Judas did; there was no purgatory; it were 
better for priests and religious to labour and have wives.

into duche tonge.with falles annotations of heresy.” 1 

Throughout this decade all ordinaries were commanded by 
the cardinal legate to be diligent in their search for for¬ 
bidden books, and Sir Thomas More, as Wolsey’s successor 
in the chancellorship; carried on this work. But if Richard 
Fox’s agents thus persecuted Luther’s disciple, the bishop 
had at least one point of agreement with the reformer. 
In the " Inhibitio contra Questores Elemosinarum ” 2 
abuse of indulgences was condemned in strong terms. 
Many sellers of indulgences had come to the diocese and 
still came daily, promising forgiveness of all sins, the release 
of parents from purgatory, etc., to the scandal of the church 
and contempt of episcopal jurisdiction. No appeal for 
alms was to be made save by those having special licence 
from the bishop. 

Before Richard Fox’s death the significance of Luther’s 
challenge to the Roman church had been fully appreciated; 
but Fox certainly had no conception of the fact that England, 
under the rule of the Defender of the Faith, was, in the year 
of his death, on the verge of schism. He was aware that 
Henry VIII’s marriage was then called in question and, 
when he had made before doctor Wolman a statement of 
his knowledge of the Spanish marriage, he sent to the king 
a personal letter asking gracious consideration of his “ great 
age, blyndenes and lacke of good heryng.” 3 Probably this 
great bishop would have become even more mistrustful of 
his hearing had he lived to sustain examination in the 
difficult matter of the succession and the king’s supremacy, 
for evidence is not lacking that his devotion to the monarchy 
did not imply forgetfulness of the independence claimed by 
the church. When a very mild attack was made by tem¬ 
porary statute (4 Hy. VIII c. 2) upon benefit of clergy, 
Fox, with Warham and Wolsey, pleaded earnestly for the 
maintenance of ecclesiastical privilege. This question 
achieved great and prophetic importance; “ most dangerous 
seditions arose between the clergy and the secular power

and was doubtless intended, like the 3 Letters, pp. 156, 157 (7 April 
Inhibition “ ne excommunicatus 1527), 
recipiat eucharistiam,” to be of 
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about the ecclesiastical liberties, a certain minorite Friar, 
by name Standish, being the instrument and the instigator 
of all evils.” 1 When, after examination in the presence of 
the lord legate and the bishops, the young king favoured 
Standish—" We think Doctor Standish has sufficiently 
replied to you in all points ”—it was Richard Fox, who 
warmly replied, “ Sir, I warrant you Dr. Standish will not 
abide by his opinion at his peril.” As one who had sus¬ 
tained the Tudor monarchy in great tribulation and by 
many shifts, he was not overawed by Henry’s majestic 
declaration: ‘‘We are, by the sufferance of God, King of 
England and the Kings of England in times past never had 
any superior but God.” It has been suggested that Henry 
favoured Wolsey originally because he was repelled by 
Fox’s austerity: he perhaps felt some uneasiness in the 
presence of one who knew so much. 2 The belief that Fox, 
in the previous reign, was swayed by no principles save 
subservience to the crown, would seem to rest only on the 
warning given by master Whitford to Thomas More (whose 
father was suffering for his son’s opposition to royal demands 
in Parliament)—" My lord, my master, to serve the king’s 
turn will not stick to agree to his own father’s death.”® 
When, in 1523, Wolsey called both Convocations to West¬ 
minster to extract supplies for the king’s French wars, 
Richard Fox, with John Fisher, bishop of Rochester, 
hotly opposed this extraordinary attempt to pluck the 
clergy. 4 

There is no evidence that Fox was exceptionally devoted 
to the Holy See. By reason of his supreme diplomatic 
reputation he received papal notice and correspondence; 
but he was also chosen, and himself on occasion chose, to

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treat with the papal court of ecclesiastical matters. With 
the archbishop of Canterbury he had been commissioned 
by Henry VII to prepare the evidence for the proposed 
canonisation of Saint Anselm and Henry VI. 1 In the 
following reign he was frequently commended for his services 
to the Holy See by pope Leo X. 2 His relations with the 
distant sovereign pontiff seem to have been happier than 
his association with archbishop Warham, who had an un¬ 
happy knack of embroiling himself with his bishops. In 
1513 Warham, defending his position in the great probates 
controversy in a letter to the king, stated that the 
prior and convent of Canterbury were cited to Rome by 
the bishop of Winchester; he added that Winchester sued 
to trouble him in his absence. 3 

There is not sufficient reason to suppose that because, 
with John Fisher, Fox laboured to protect the pockets of 
the clergy against royal extortion, he would also have suf¬ 
fered martyrdom with him for the cause of papal supremacy. 
The bishops, indeed, seemed to be expressly saved by the 
circumstances of their consecration from the danger of 
becoming papal martyrs, and many an episcopal conscience 
must have been appeased by the thankful remembrance 
that the bishop, by papal translation, in performing homage 
for the temporalities, “ renounced any words contained in 
the papal bull prejudicial to the king or his crown.” 4 But 
it is clear that when conflict arose between ecclesiastical 
custom and statute law or royal opinion, the veteran bishop 
would be prepared to expound the ecclesiastical position 
and to fight for church liberties. It was a happy circum¬ 
stance that Richard Fox, who had so long served the Tudor 
dynasty, to which he owed all his preferment, was never 
asked to make a choice between loyalties.
